CLEVELAND. O. — Probably a 
sea-going sailor would not realize 
this unless he took time out to 
think about it, but the best morale 
builder for our fighters of the briny 
deep is the k nowledge that their 
loved ones back home are financial­ 
ly secure. 
Mak ing sure they are is the job 
of the Allotment Division and the 
Family Allowance Division of the 
Navy Bureau of Supplies and Ac­ 
counts Field Branch. From a five- 
story building in downtown Cleve­ 
land, formerly a department store, 
on the last day of each month go 
check s of varying amounts all over 
the nation to families of naval offi­ 
cers and sailors. 
Entrusted with the multitudin­ 
ous duties of preparing, check ing 
and 
dispatching 
United 
States 
treasury check s for family allow­ 
ances and allotments at the rate 
of nearly three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion check s a month is a staff of 
1,29 2 civilian and Navy personnel, 
directed by 26 Navy officers and 
seven WAVE officers. 
The WAVE officers have direc­ 


tion right now over 117 WAVES. 
There also are 665 civilian girl 
employes In the divisions. The 
WAVES gradually replace enlisted 
men for combat service as they 
learn the work in the course of a 
six week s’ training period. Many 
enlisted men have been released 
for sea duty since the bureau was 
opened in February. Altogether, 
281 sailors will eventually be off to 
sea, their jobs tak en by a lik e num­ 
ber of WAVES from all over the 
country. 
Heading this industrious group 
of young women enlistees, ranging 
in age from 20 to 36, is Lieut, (jgj 
Margaret E. Combs of Miami, Fla., 
who says that "with a brother in 
Australia, I felt I must do some­ 
thing to contribute a very 
definite 
part to the war effort.” 


Former "Schoolmarm” 
A k een-eyed former school su­ 
pervisor, librarian and court clerk , 
who sizes you up with 
a rather 
scholarly 
glance, 
L ieut 
Combs 
stepped into a tough assignment 
when she took over the personnel 
direction of these young women, 
many miles away from home and 
getting a real taste of Navy dis­ 
cipline. 
The WAVES on the allotment 
and allowance firing line occupy 


one floor of the nearby Hollenden 
hotel. Two nights a week they ex­ 
ercise at the Y. W. C. A. Each 
Friday night they forget names, 
addresses and figures long enough 
to drill at Central Armory.* The 
rest of the time—and even on Sun­ 
days, sometimes, and a few nights 
—they are im portant cogs in a 
vast machine that rolls out check s 
the end of every month to the 
fathers, mothers and wives of "the 
k id next door who went off and 
joined th* Navy.” 
The WAVES, a cheerful, eapa- 
ble-look ing 
group 
of 
ex-clerk s, 
book k eepers, sales clerk s and sten­ 
ographers, hit the deck which is a 
flat-top work table or a check 
writing or posting machine at 
8 :1 5 
a. rn. and they man their stations 
until 5:15 p. rn. unless there is 
some work to be caught up. They 
have an hour for lunch at noon and 
they eat their other two meals in 
the hotel. 
To safeguard the health of the 
WAVES and their civilian desk - 
mates are two Navy nurses on 
duty throughout the day in a very 
efficient-look ing clinic. 


Navy Allotment System 
The Navy allotment system in 
the present form is 33 years old 
and functions in peace time as well 
as during a war. As early as 179 8, 
though, when you could virtually 
float our Navy in a good-sized 
bathtub, sailors gave powers-of- 
attom ey for their relatives to draw 
money 
from 
Navy 
paymasters. 
This was the earliest form of al­ 
lotment. 
On the other hand, family allow­ 
ances are a war-time expedient by 
which families of service people of 
the lower pay grades get help from 
their government so that they will 
not suffer undue hardship. 
Allotments and family allow­ 
ances are very often confused by 
the people who receive them but 
are actually entirely different. Any 
person in the Navy may allot as 
much of his pay as he wishes to 
dependents, to pay insurance pre­ 
miums, for savings accounts, to 
purchase W ar Savings Bonds and 
other purpose*. 
The total sum paid on an allot­ 
ment comes out of the person's 
own pay. 
Family allowances are 
payable only to dependents of per­ 
sonnel in the four lowest pay 
grades, that Is, from apprentice 
seamen up to petty officers, third 
class. 
How Allowance Is Paid 
When a family allowance is ap­ 
plied for and granted, a set sum is 
tak en out of the enlisted person's 
pay and is supplemented by a con­ 
tribution made by the government. 
For example: When a married 
man, with no children, applies for 
a family allowance for his wife, 
$22 per month is tak en from his 
pay, the government adds $28 per 
I month and sends the wife $50 on 
the last day of each month. A man 
may have an allotment and a fam- 
ily allowance going to the same 
person provided the total of hi* 
allotments and his family aliow- 
ance check age does not exceed his 
ray. 
Dependents of servicemen who 
j write to the Navy Department, 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
Field Branch, concerning their al­ 
lotments or their family allow­ 
ances should be very careful to ad­ 
dress their letters to the proper 
division. Allotments are paid by 
the allotment division and family 
allowances are paid by the family 
allowance division. 
The officer in charge of the al­ 
lotment division is Comdr. Morris 
Smellow, of A tlantic City. N. J. 
His civilian assistant is E. O. Gard­ 
ner of Gaithersburg, Md. 
The family allowance division is 
headed by Lieut. Comdr. C. B. Hall 
of Chicago. III., assisted by K. E. 
Stone of W ashington, D. C. 
These 
two 
divisions 
receive 
about two thousand letters a day 
from families of men in the serv­ 
ice. Some express gratitude, many 
others complain of not receiving 
their allotments or their allow­ 
ances, or both.

O. — Probably a 
sea-going sailor would not realize 
this unless he took time out to 
think about it, but the best morale 
builder for our fighters of the briny 
deep is the knowledge that their 
loved ones back home are financial­ 
ly secure. 
Making sure they are is the job 
of the Allotment Division and the 
Family Allowance Division of the 
Navy Bureau of Supplies and Ac­ 
counts Field Branch. From a flve- 
atory building in downtown Cleve­ 
land, formerly a department store, 
on the last day of each month go 
checks of varying amounts all over 
the nation to families of naval offi­ 
cers and sailors. 
Entrusted with the multitudin­ 
ous duties of preparing, checking 
and 
dispatching 
United 
States 
treasury checks for family a d v ­ 
ances and allotments at the rate 
of nearly three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion check* a month is a staff of 
1,292 civilian and Navy personnel, 
directed by 26 Navy officers and 
seven WAVE officers. 
The WAVE officers hsve direc­ 


tion right now over 117 WAVES. 
There also are 665 civilian girl 
employes in the divisions. The 
WAVES gradually replace enlisted 
men for combat service as they 
learn the work in the course of a 
six weeks' training period. Many 
enlisted men have been released 
for sea duty ainee the bureau was 
opened in February, Altogether, 
281 tailors will eventually be off to 
sea, their jobs taken by a like num­ 
ber of WAVES from all over the 
country.

Navy Allotment System 
The Navy allotment system in 
the present form is 33 years old 
and function! in peace time as well 
as during a war. As early as 1798, 
though, when you could virtually 
float our Navy in a good-sised 
bathtub, sailors gave powers-of- 
attomey for their relatives to draw 
money from 
Navy 
paymasters. 
This was the earliest form of al­ 
lotment. 
On the other hand, family allow­ 
ances are a war-time expedient by 
w'hich families of service people of 
the low'er pay grades get help from 
their government so that they will 
not suffer undue hardship. 
Allotments and 
family allow­ 
ances are very often confused by 
the people who receive them but 
. are actually entirely different. Any 
person in the Navy may allot as 
much of his pay as he wishes to 
dependents, to pay insurance pre­ 
miums, for savings accounts, to 
purchase War Savings Bonds and 
other purposes. 
The total sum paid on an allot­ 
ment comes out of the person’s 
own pay. 
Family allowances are 
payable only to dependents of per­ 
sonnel in the four lowest pay 
grades, that Is, from apprentice 
seamen up to petty officers, third 
class. 
How Allowance Is Paid 
When a family allowance is ap­ 
plied for and granted, a set sum is 
taken out of the enlisted person’* 
pay and is supplemented by a con­ 
tribution made by the government. 
For example: When a married 
man, with no children, applies for 
a family allowance for his wife, 
$22 per month is taken from his 
pay, the government adds $28 per 
month and sends the wife $50 on 
the last day of each month. A man 
may have an allotment and a fam­ 
ily allowance going to the same 
person provided the total of hi* 
allotments and his family allow­ 
ance checkage does not exceed his 
pay. 
Dependents of servicemen who 
, write to the Navy Department, 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
Field Branch, concerning their al­ 
lotments or their family allow­ 
ances should be very careful to ad­ 
dress their letters to the proper 
division. Allotments are paid by 
the allotment division and family 
allowances are paid by the family 
allowance division. 
The officer in charge of the al­ 
lotment division is Comdr. Morris 
Smellow, of Atlantic City, N. J. 
His civilian assistant is E. O. Gard­ 
ner of Gaithersburg, Md.

Physical Examinaton 
One Step In Diagnosis 


By LOGAN C LE N D E N IN G , M. D. 


I AM WRITING this in a series 
of articles on diagnosis in order to 
try 
to give you a sym p athetic 
understanding of your doctor. In 
order to treat you successfully, he 
must make a successful diagnosis. 
Recently I emp hasized that the

first step in diagnosis which the 
modern p hysician uses, and the 
most imp ortant, is to obtain a his­ 
tory—the p atient's account of the 
illness in the p atient's own words. 
This v,eek I wish to discuss the 
second step in diagnosis, which is 
the p hysical examination. 
The p hysical examination con­ 
sists in endeavoring to accumulate 
data about the p atient’s ap p ear­ 
ance and the signs he disp lays 
which are evident to the p hysi­ 
cian's trained senses—sight, feel­ 
ing and hearing. 
It may seem to some of my read­ 
ers that I am neglecting methods 
of diagnosis by machines. We live 
in a machine age and it is notori­ 
ous that p eop le in telling you 
about their doctor will tell you how 
he took the blood p ressure with a 
machine and how he had an x-ray 
made and how he examined the 
heart vs ith an electrocardiogiam 
and how he examined the blood 
and used a microscop e. 


Imp o rtan ce of History 


These things are all very fine, 
but they do not lake the p lace of 
the history and the p hysical ex­ 
am ination. According to the best 
authorities the history of the p a­ 
tie n t’s illness, as told by the p a­ 
tient, is of 50 p er cent imp ortance 
in the final diagnosis, the p hysical 
exam ination, 25 p er cent, and all 
the m echanical, microscop ical and 
instrum ental m ethods are worth 
about 25 p er cent in the final sum­ 
m ary of the av erage diagnosis. 
Let me illustrate by taking a 
common 
condition, jaundice 
or 
yellow jaundice. The p atien t can 
see this and to th a t ex ten t it is a 
sym p tom , so the p atien t tells you 
when it started and other things 
about it. You can see it and to that 
extent it is a sign, and p a rt of the 
p hysical exam ination. Y our seeing 
the fact th a t the p atien t is jaun ­ 
diced confirms the p atien t’s state­ 
m ent. 
Now you begin to analyze it and

you find th a t the p atient says it 
came on w ithout p ain. In m aking 
a p hysical exam ination of the ab­ 
domen over the gallbladder, you 
find that there is no tenderness and 
you cannot feel any lum p which 
would indicate the gallbladder or 
an enlargem ent of the liver. The 
p atient says th a t attacks of jaun ­ 
dice have occurred a num ber of 
tone 
in the last few years. 


Blood Exam inations 
You can m ake some blood ex­ 
aminations, which would give a 
mechanical interp retaticm of the 
jaundice. The icteric indlx would 
tm! you m athem atically just how 
deep it is, and w hat is called the 
Yandenbergh te st would tell an- 
< hor fact and an x-ray of the gall- 
l 
ddor would show w hether the 
jaundice could be due to g all­ 
stones. 
But as a m atter of fact, you do 
not need thia mechanical help be­ 
cause you can analyze the situa­ 
tion from your p hysical exam ina­ 
tion. 
The fact th a t there is no p ain 
and no tenderness and no p alp able 
gallbladder indicates th a t there 
are no gallstones or gallbladder 
disease. The fact th a t you can­ 
not feel the liver rules out cirrho­ 
sis. The fact th a t the p atient is 
subject to recurrent attacks would 
indicate th a t the jaundice was due 
to blood destruction rath e r than to 
stop p age of the bile. 


QU ESTIO N S AND ANSW ERS 


A. C. 
Are exercises of the 
muscles of the eye. as recom ­ 
mended by some p eop le, good for 
astigm atism ? 
A nsw er: No. The only muscles 
of the eye th a t you can exercise 
are not attached to any p ortion of 
the eye which controls accom oda­ 
tion. You m ight as well op en and 
shut the hood of your radiator 20 
tim es a day in order to get your 
engine to quit missing. 


C. N .:—I have been using sac­ 
charine tablets in ray coffee and 
tea in p lace of sugar and was told 
it is hard on the heart. Could you 
p lease tell me if this is so?

Blood Examinations 
You can make some blood ex­ 
aminations, which would give a 
mechanical interpret*!!^ of the 
jaundice, The icteric imrex would 
i ’ll you mathematically just how 
d< *p it is, and what is called the 
Vandenberg!* test would tell an­ 
other fact and an x-ray of the gall­ 
bladder would show whether the 
jaundice could be due to gall- 
11 -.es. 
But as a matter of feet, you do 
not need thia mechanical help be­ 
cause you can analyse the situa- 
I on from your physicel examina­ 
tion. 
The fact that there is no pain 
and no tenderness and no palpable 
gallbladder indicates that there 
are no gailat* nes or gallbladder 
disease. The fact that you can­ 
not feel the liver rules out cirrho­ 
sis. The fact that the patient is 
subject to recurrent attacks would 
indicate that the jaundice was due 
to blood destruction rather than to 
stoppage of th* bile. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


A. C. C.:—Ars exercises of the 
muscles of the eye, as recom­ 
mended by some people, good for 
astigmatism ?
